SEATED HALF DIMES 

5175 NGC 1839 No Drapery MS 66. Pristine, fully struck 
surfaces overlaid in blue and violet toning on the obverse 
and gorgeous blue iridescence on the reverse. A superior 
quality example of this short-lived type, one of just 5 
examples of the date graded as such by NGC, as of 3/92. 

5176 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 63. Richly toned on both sides in 
orange, green-gold and steel-blue hues. 


5177 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 65. This sharply struck, gem 
half dime represents one of the more interesting eras in 
American numismatics.

One of only 11 gems to 
have been certified by NGC according to their April Census 
Report. 

A scarce date and one of only 13 pieces 
to have been so graded by NGC 14/92). The surfaces are 
untoned, highly lustrous, and fully struck, this is an 
attractive high-end piece that is sure to bring a premium 
price when sold. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

5179 PCGS 1859 PR 62. Watery, razor sharp surfaces, evenly 
toned a milky silverv-gray shade. A pleasing example of the 
only reasonally obtainable Stars Obverse proof half dime. 

5180 PCGS 1866 PR 65. A superbly toned specimen, primarily 
greenish-gray with rose and blue iridescent highlights about 
the obverse border. One of just 13 examples of this popular 
low total mintage date to receive a PR 65 grade from PCGS, 
as of 3/92. 

5181 PCGS 1866 PR 66. A sensational example, surely one of 
the finest of this post Civil War date in existence. The 
surfaces display glittering proof brilliance and no visible 
hairlines under a layer of original blue and rose-grav toning. 
Only 3 specimens have graded similarly at PCGS. as of 3/92, 
none higher. 

5182 NGC 1867 PR 66. Dazzling blue and coppery-gold toning 
outlines the centers, with full underlying proof brilliance. 
Always popular as a date due to the low mintage and rarity 
of business strikes. Just 4 examples have graded as such at 
NGC. with a single PR 68 reported as of 3/92. 


EARLY DIMES 

5183 PCGS 1807 MS 62. Only one variety exists of this date, a 
rather surprising fact when one considers that 165,000 
dimes were struck of this date and that was after the 
reverse die had been used on four issues of 1805-07 quarter 
eagles. As a result, most 1807 dimes show extensive clash 
marks in the fields and weak peripheral details. This piece 
plainly shows the outline of the laurel branch in the right 
obverse field and it is ill-defined at the rims. The surfaces 
are fully lustrous and have a light gray patina that deepens 
slightly toward the peripheries. One of 12 coins to have 
been so graded by PCGS (4/92) with 28 finer. 

5184 PCGS 1827 MS 63. JR-6, R.2. Well struck with clean 
surfaces and covered with multi-colored toning on both 
sides. One of the better examples of this otherwise 
somewhat common date. 

5185 PCGS 1832 AU 53. Boldly struck throughout, displaying 
considerable remaining luster and hints of golden color 
about the devices. 

5186 PCGS 1833 MS 63. Lustrous and boldly struck, with 
delicate coppery-gold highlights on the obverse. One of 15 
pieces graded as such by PCGS, as of 3/92. 

5187 PCGS 1834 MS 64. JR-4, R.5. A fully struck and highly 
lustrous example of this very scarce variety. Most specimens 
of the JR-4 variety are in the VF 20-40 range. The finest 
known until now was the Lovejoy coin that was graded 
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Choice Brilliant Uncirculated. This piece is noticeably finer 
than that coin and it is safe to assume that this is the finest 
known of this important variety. The surfaces are smooth 
and virtually unmarred by coin-to-coin friction. A premium 
coin that is at the upper end of MS 64. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5188 PCGS 1841 MS 61. A scarce early dime that is seldom seen 
in mint state. In fact, this is the only MS 61 certified by 
PCGS out of a total of 22 in all grades of uncirculated (4/92). 
This is a fully struck coin that is toned in shades of royal 
blue at the edges with gray-violet centers. An attractive 
piece that appears finer than the stated grade. 

5189 NGC 1857 MS 64. Satiny and very well struck for the 
issue, with mottled golden-gray toning in the more protected 
areas. A nicely preserved example of the considerably more 
difficult Stars Obverse design. 

5190 NGC 1858 MS 63. Fully struck and light in color with 
slightly subdued mint luster. 

5191 PCGS 1875 MS 64. Soft golden-russet toning, along with 
flashes of bluish-green on the reverse, frames satiny 
surfaces. 

5192 NGC 1875 MS 66. A superb Seated dime with scintillating 
mint luster that is covered with several layers of sea-green, 
rose, and blue toning. The surfaces overall are pristine, 
being virtually blemish-free. A superb type piece for a high 
grade type set of original, toned coins. 

5193 PCGS 1883 MS 63. Colorful mottled toning in shades of blue 
and gold covers the obverse. Just a mark or two away from a 
higher grade. 

5194 PCGS 1888 MS 62. Satiny and unusually clean for the 
grade, with traces of mottled golden-russet toning on either 
side. 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5195 PCGS 1859 PR 62. Golden-steel toning atop mirror 
surfaces. A trifle scuffv in the right obverse field, but still a 
presentable Stars Obverse proof. 

5196 NGC 1879 PR 65. Good reflectivity in the fields with 
fight to moderate toning on the obverse and deeper aqua 
blue on the reverse. 

5197 PCGS 1885 PR 64. Steel-violet toning embraces both sides, 
with reddish-orange peripheral highlights on the obverse 
and blue-green shadings about the reverse border. 


BARBER DIMES 

5198 PCGS 1893 MS 65. Both sides are layered in a colorful blend 
of blue, russet and rose toning, with full underlying mint 
luster. 

5199 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Fully detailed and toned a lovely 
golden-grav. Just a single milling mark on Liberty’s cheek 
precludes a 64 or higher grade. 

5200 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Lustrous silvery-gray surfaces, with 
splashes of russet toning along the upper obverse and lower 
reverse border. 

5201 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Attractive, original, multi-colored 
toning. 


PROOF BARBER DIMES 

5202 PCGS 1894 PR 63. Watery golden-steel surfaces. 

5203 PCGS 1901 PR 65. Spectacular cameo contrast on the 
obverse and, to a lesser degree, on the reverse, with russet 
toning about the obverse edge. 

5204 Hallmark 1908 PR 65. Glittering mirror surfaces, 
virtually untoned save for a splash of rose-gold color on 
Liberty’s cheek. 

5205 PCGS 1913 PR 62. Very flashy for the grade, but 
downgraded by several slidemarks on Liberty’s cheek. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5206 PCGS 1917 MS 64 Full Bands. Deep, original russet toning 
on each side. 

5207 PCGS 1917-S MS 63. Well struck and lustrous. 

5208 PCGS 1918 MS 63 Full Bands. Mottled silvery-gray toning, 
mostly on the obverse. 

5209 NGC 1920-S MS 65. A rare early Mercury that is 
seldom seen in mint condition, with gems being extremely 
elusive. According to the NGC Census Report for April only 
1 other coin has been so graded with only 2 finer. This is a 
lovely, well struck piece that is untoned and shows fight die 
striations in the obverse fields. Excellent luster and strong 
overall eye appeal and a faint, partial split in the bands 
area. 

5210 PCGS 1920-S MS 64 Full Bands. Original silvery-gray 
surfaces, with speckled russet overtones in the protected 
areas of the reverse. One of several unsung rarities in the 
Mercury dime series, sporting a 64FB PCGS population of 
just 20 pieces, less than either of the better known 1921 and 
1921-D issues, as of 4/92. 

5211 NGC 1924-S MS 65. A rare date from the mid-1920s 

and a coin that commands at least twice the price for a coin 
with split bands. This piece is more affordable, yet still 
retains the eye appeal of a gem. Light pinkish-rose patina 
with strong underlying mint luster and near mark-free 
surfaces. One of only 4 pieces to have been so graded by 
NGC (4/92). 

5212 PCGS 1939-S MS 65 Full Bands. A surprisingly rare, late 
date Mercury that is extremely elusive with full bands and 
in gem condition. According to the April PCGS Report there 
have only been 77 gems certified with full band detail. This 
is a snowy-white piece with thick satiny luster and clean, 
problem-free features. 

5213 PCGS 1944-D MS 66 Full Bands. 

5214 NGC 1945-D MS 67. Exquisite blue, golden and violet toning 
atop pristine surfaces. Lower grades pieces abound, but only 
seven 1945-D dimes ( none FB and FB) have graded 67 or 
higher at NGC, as of 3/92. 


PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

5215 PCGS 1940 PR 66. A glittering gem, mostly brilliant except 
for a trace of speckled toning between the T and the Y on 
the obverse. 

5216 PCGS 1942 PR 66. Untoned, unhairfined and exhibiting 
dazzling proof brilliance. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECE 
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5217 ANACS 1875-S AU 50. Sharply struck with nice, original 
toning. 


PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5218 PCGS 1875 PR 62. Milky golden-steel patina atop reflective 
surfaces, with russet and iridescent-blue shadings at the 
peripheries. 

5219 PCI 1876 PR 63. The hairlined fields are partially 
subdued by rather deep blue and golden-rose toning. 


EARLY QUARTER 

5220 PCGS 1835 AU 50. Very sharply struck with light color only 
around the rims and showing remnants of an original deep 
prooflikeness in the fields. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5221 NGC 1876-S MS 64. Sharply struck beneath a milky layer of 
golden-steel coloration, along with highlights of pale 
bluish-green and rose-violet. 

5222 NGC 1878-CC MS 62. Well struck with choice satiny luster. 
A slightly better CC date with an original mintage of only 
996,000 pieces. 

5223 NGC 1888-S MS 63. Lustrous and original surfaces. A 
scarcer and underrated date with only 4 pieces having been 
so certified by NGC with 12 finer (4/92). 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5224 NGC 1879 PR 64. Deep iridescent toning. 

5225 PCGS 1882 PR 63. Mostly brilliant with mirrored fields and 
moderately frosted devices. One of the popular low total 
mintage dates from 1879-1890. 

5226 PCGS 1882 PR 63. Moderately reflective with splashes of 
reddish-brown toning on both obverse and reverse. Traces 
of blue iridescence can be seen here and there on the reverse 
border. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5227 PCGS 1892 MS 63. Shimmering luster, with soft 
golden-gray toning covering the obverse. 

5228 PCGS 1896 MS 63. Medium brown obverse with a fully 
brilliant reverse. 

5229 NGC 1902-S MS 63. Frosty golden-steel surfaces, limited in 
grade by a faint scratch down Liberty’s cheek. Quite scarce 
in mint scarce, with the majority of uncirculated coins 
actually grading higher than MS 63. Just 2 have been 
graded equally by NGC and 8 by PCGS, as of 3/92. 

5230 NGC 1913 MS 63. Excellent luster and light toning on this 
scarcer late date P-mint quarter. 

5231 NGC 1914 MS 63. Very frosty and nearly choice, with 
attractive golden toning in the recessed areas. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5232 NGC 1917 Type Two MS 65 Full Head. Original gray-olive 


toning on the obverse with an almost brilliant reverse. 

5233 NGC 1917-D Type Two MS 63. Flat head but blazing luster. 

5234 PCGS 1923 MS 65. A boldly struck example, mostly brilliant 
and just missing the Full Head designation. 

5235 PCGS 1924-D MS 63. A better than average strike, untoned 
and displaying a subdued satin-like finish. 

5236 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. A strong strike for the issue, 
displaying only minor weakness on Liberty's head and none 
at the top of the date. 

5237 PCGS 1926-S MS 65. Lovely russet and teal blue toning 
covers both sides of this slightly better date. The strike, 
although not full, is far above average for the date. Sure to 
bring a premium price.

Fully brilliant and lustrous, showing 
only a whisper of rub on Liberty’s knee. 

Silverv-gray surfaces with 
traces of russet and apple-green iridescence about UNITED 
STATES on the reverse. 

5241 NGC 1930 MS 65 Full Head. Light golden toning adorns 
blazingingly lustrous fields. Only a few minor marks 
prevent an even higher grade. 

5242 PCGS 1930-S MS 63. Highly lustrous and appealing for the 
grade, with delicate golden toning on the obverse. 

5243 PCGS 1930-S MS 64 Full Head. An original, gem quality 
example, save for a pin scratch across the lower portion of 
the reverse. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5244 PCGS 1932 MS 65. Frosty and, except for a hint of color at 
the reverse rim, untoned. 

5245 PCGS 1935-D MS 64. Speckled russet toning about the 
obverse border. Just a few light marks on GW’s portrait 
from gem quality. 

5246 PCGS 1936-S MS 65. Mottled steel-violet and green-gold 
toning across the obverse and framing the reverse. 

5247 NGC 1936-S MS 66. Nearly mark-free with original 
silvery-gray surfaces. 

5248 PCGS 1937-S MS 65. Satiny and fully brilliant. 

5249 NGC 1942-S MS 66. Superb luster and strong overall eye 
appeal. 


PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5250 PCGS 1937 PR 65. Light original color dusts the surfaces of 
this popular early issue. 

5251 PCGS 1939 PR 65. 

5252 NGC 1939 PR 66. Original light hazy surfaces with deeply 
reflective fields. 

5253 PCGS 1940 PR 65. Brilliant. 

5254 PCGS 1941 PR 65. A deeply mirrored gem, mostly brilliant 
and free of hairlines. 

5255 PCGS 1941 PR 66. 
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5256 PCGS 1942 PR 65. The last "early" proof Washington. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5257 PCGS 1795 EF 45. 0-113a. R.4. An unusually high 
grade example of this variety, easily recognized by the patch 
of metal between the 5 in the date and star 15. The surfaces 
display a hazy steel-violet appearance, shading to 
golden-russet when tilted at an angle. Some softness of high 
point detail, as expected on this late die state. 

5258 ANACS 1806 VF 20. Pointed 6. stem through claw. Light 
gray in color and fairly well struck throughout. 

5259 ANACS 1810 EF 45. 0-10 la. Pleasing natural gray color 
and well struck despite its later die state. 

5260 PCGS 1811 MS 64. 0-110. Small 8. Both sides of this 
impressive early Bust half are uniformly sharp and toned in 
original shades of steel-gray, antique-gold and iridescent 
blue. PCGS has graded just 13 specimens equally as of 3/92, 
along with only 3 higher. 

5261 PCGS 1823 MS 63. The obverse is covered in a light 
silvery-gold patina while a pleasing golden toning outlines 
the lustrous reverse. 

5262 ANACS 1826 AU 50. Attractive lilac-gray color, deepening 
to golden-russet and sea-green about the devices. 

5263 ANACS 1827 EF 40. 0-117. R.3. Natural charcoal-gray 
color. 

5264 PCGS 1831 MS 63. 0-110. R.2. Originally toned in milky 
steel-violet and golden shades. The motto is diagnostically 
weak from L to B in PLURIBUS. 

5265 ANACS 1834 EF 45. Evenly struck and toned a medium 
gray. 

5266 NGC 1834 AU 58. Pleasing, original color with just a touch 
of rub on the highpoints. 

5267 NGC 1837 MS 63. Boldly struck, even about the 
peripheries which are often weak on this type. The surfaces 
are toned a natural golden-gray, with bluish-green 
highlights mostly on the obverse. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5268 PCGS 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 63. B-4750 with a 
partially repunched date with repunching on the 18. 

Creamy golden surfaces with silky luster, the coin is 
definitely above average for the grade with no small amount 
of eye appeal even though "only" MS 63. One of 7 pieces to 
have been so graded with 13 certified in higher condition by 
PCGS (4/92). 

5269 PCGS 1874 Arrows MS 63. An affordable example of 
this tough issue. Mint state Arrows coinage has always been 
a sought-after item in numismatic circles. This particular 
piece, with it’s original color and strong strike will not be an 
exception. 

5270 PCGS 1876 MS 62. Russet and steel-blue toning outlines the 
obverse. The reverse is toned in rich golden-violet and 
sea-green hues. Popular centennial year issue. 

5271 PCGS 1877 MS 66. Scintillating luster beneath concentric 
multi-colored shades that adorn both obverse and reverse. 
The strike is mostly full, save for some localized weakness in 
the upper obverse stars, eagle’s talons and arrow feathers 
on the reverse. This outstanding type coin is one of just 4 
pieces graded similarly by PCGS as of 3/92, with only a 
single coin (MS 67) grading higher. 


5272 PCGS 1887 MS 64. An unquestioned business strike of this 
scarce date that records only 5,000 pieces as having been 
minted. The fields are semi-prooflike and the coin overall 
has a satiny texture and is snow-white. A sharp, upper-end 
coin and one of only 13 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS (4/92). Trends $2,150 in MS 63(3/30). 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED HALVES 

5273 PCGS 1863 PR 63. With the scarcity of all silver coins 
struck during the Civil War, proofs such as this one have 
long been a substitute for collectors. This piece has good 
reflectivity in the fields and shows deep iridescent toning 
over a significant portion of each side. 

5274 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 63. Hazy gray and golden toning 
atop reflective surfaces. A select example of this important 
two-year proof issue. 

5275 PCGS 1875 PR 63. A pleasing coin for the grade with deep 
iridescent toning over both sides. 

5276 NGC 1879 PR 64. Deep magenta, blue and burnt-orange 
toning blankets both obverse and reverse. Popular date, the 
first in a 12-year run of low total mintage half dollars. 

5277 PCGS 1891 PR 62. Drab violet and gray toning subdues the 
original proof brilliance. One of 600 proofs struck in this 
final year of Seated Liberty half dollar production. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5278 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Typically bold, with shimmering luster 
and traces of golden-russet toning about the peripheries. 

5279 PCGS 1897 MS 64. An original Barber half with attractive 
toning and superb underlying luster. 

5280 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Choice silvery-gray surfaces framed in 
specks of golden-rose and iridescent blue. A very scarce 
issue in mint state, perhaps the most elusive of all 
Philadelphia mint dates of this denomination. PCGS has 
graded a mere 3 coins equally out of a total mint state 
population of just 14 pieces, as of 3/92. 


PROOF BARBER HALVES 

5281 NGC 1892 PR 63. Brilliant with snowy-white devices that 
contrast sharply against the deep mirrors in the fields 
(which show very few hairlines). A sharp looking first year 
of type. 

5282 PCGS 1909 PR 63. Deeply mirrored under mottled 
golden-violet toning on the obverse and more uniform 
yellow-gold coloration across the reverse. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5283 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Typically satin-like luster under a layer 
of golden-orange toning. 

5284 PCGS 1917 MS 64. Lustrous and, as this date most often 
comes, sharply struck. 

5285 NGC 1918 MS 64. A well toned early Walker, exhibiting 
shades of yellow-gold, violet and blue. The strike is quite 
sharp and the surfaces display full underlying luster. 

5286 PCGS 1920-S MS 65. A pristine example of this 
condition rarity. The surfaces exhibit a silky smooth 
appearance under splashes of delicate pinkish-gold toning

Fully detailed and not far from gem 
quality. 

5290 NGC 1936-S MS 64. Steel-violet toning framed in 
golden-russet and apple-green. 

5291 PCGS 1937-S MS 64. Quite frosty beneath a milky 
golden-gray toning on the obverse and speckled rose-gold 
toning on the reverse. 

5292 PCGS 1938 MS 64. Sharply defined and lustrous, with a 
hint of golden-russet toning along the right obverse edge. 

Clean and very lustrous, with a crescent 
of light golden color on the obverse.

5297 PCGS 1941 MS 65. Brilliant. 

5298 PCGS 1941-D MS 65. Quite clean beneath a splash of milky 
obverse patina. 

5299 NGC 1941-S MS 62. Well struck and lustrous, with only a 
few insignificant marks in the eagle’s feathers. 

5300 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. Boldly struck for the date and showing 
a hint of golden color. 

5301 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. A satiny, well struck example of this 
short set key. toned a soft golden-rose. 

5302 PCGS 1942 MS 65. Highly lustrous. 

5303 PCGS 1942 MS 65. Mark-free with shimmering luster. 

A true premium quality example of this 
common but popular type.

A full strike exhibiting deep, satiny 
brilliance.

Brilliant and essentially mark-free, 
displaying a touch of the usual softness in the centers. 

5317 NGC 1944-S MS 65. Well struck with faint hand definition. 
The luster is simply outstanding on this coin and is accented 
by a lovely peripheral toning. Scarce in gem condition. 

5318 PCGS 1945 MS 65. Untoned with thick, satiny brilliance. 

5319 NGC 1945 MS 65. Deeply toned on the obverse. 

5320 PCGS 1945-D MS 65. Shimmering luster with a splash 
milky silvery-gold patina on the left side of the obverse. 

5321 PCGS 1945-D MS 66. A scintillating type coin. 

5322 PCGS 1945-S MS 65. Speckled golden-violet toning about 
the peripheries. 

5323 PCGS 1946 MS 65. Delicate golden toning across the 
obverse. 

5324 PCGS 1946-D MS 65. Very frosty and toned in splashes of 
silvery-gold.

Milky olive-gold toning overlays both 
sides of this glittering example. 

5331 ANACS 1938 PR 65. Brilliant and deeply mirrored. An 
especially choice example of this scarcer early proof. 

5332 PCGS 1939 PR 66. Original muted toning covers both sides 
of this pristine proof Walker. 

5333 NGC 1939 PR 66. Deeply reflective fields with just a touch 
of light patina on each side. Sharp looking coin. 

5334 NGC 1941 PR 63. Flashy and untoned. 

5335 NGC 1942 PR 65. Deeply mirrored and showing only 
localized russet and blue toning about the date. 

5336 PCGS 1942 PR 67. Both sides of this pristine example 
are layered in milky yellow-gold and green pastels.

5337 PCGS A complete set of Franklin half dollars, all grading 
MS 64. Most are brilliant or lightly toned while only a 
couple exhibit the deeper toning associated with former 
mint set coins.

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5338 PCGS 1948-D MS 65. Light, speckled toning, somewhat 
deeper on the reverse. 

5339 PCGS 1948-D MS 65. Lightly toned. 

5340 NGC 1949-S MS 65. Obviously popped out of a mint set. the 
surfaces have excellent mint luster beneath the original 
layers of gray, olive, and rose patina. 

5341 NGC 1951-D MS 65. Rust colored toning over both sides. 

5342 PCGS 1953 MS 65. An unusually high quality example of 
this tough Philadelphia Franklin. The surfaces are frosty 
and clean under mottled mint set toning. 

5343 PCGS 1959 MS 65. Attractive russet toning frames the 
obverse and appears in splashes on the reverse. A tough 
date in 65 grade. 


EARLY DOLLAR 

5344 ANACS 1799 VF 30. A well centered early dollar with nice 
variegated color and showing no adjustment marks on 
either side. The only detracting surface features are a series 
of four small punctures at the top of the reverse. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLAR 

5345 ANACS 1859-S XF 45. A problem-free and original example 
of this scarcer (mintage 20.000 pieces) date, generally found 
only in well circulated grades. Trends $1,100 in EF 40 and 
$4,000 in AU 50. as of 3/30/92. 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

5346 ANACS 1859 PR 61. Bright, multi-toned surfaces. Still 
retaining most of the deep mirrors in spite of a few 
hairlines. 

5347 PCGS 1873 PR 65. A deeply toned specimen, vastly 
superior to the majority of survivors of this final year proof 
issue. The surfaces are free of noticeable hairlines and 
covered a milky steel-violet toning, with flashes of 
iridescent-blue visible on either side. Just 7 examples have 
graded equally at PCGS as of 3/92, with one higher. 


TRADE DOLLAR 

5348 ANACS 1878-CC VF 30. A very scarce Trade dollar in any 
grade, most likely due to extensive meltings of this date in 
the mint, this piece is sharp and original with pleasing 
toned surfaces. Trends $800 in VF 20. $1400 in XF 40 
(3/30). 


MORGAN DOLLARS 

5349 PCGS 1878 8TF MS 63. Attractive obverse toning. 

5350 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 63. Fully detailed and 
quite choice for the grade. 

5351 NGC 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 65 Prooflike. Both 
sides are covered in golden-violet toning, with blue and 
apple-green flashes about the devices. A scarce date with 
this combination of high grade and reflective qualities. NGC 
has graded 6 pieces as such while PCGS has added another 
16, as of 3/92. 

5352 ANACS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1879 MS 63. Mostly brilliant, 


5353 ANACS 1878 7/8TF MS 63. Occasional russet toning about 
the peripheries. The strong variety, with 6 underlying 
feathers clearly visible. 

5354 PCGS 1878-CC MS 64. A clean, silvery-gray example. 

5355 ANACS 1878-CC MS 64. Quite frosty and showing only a 
touch of pinkish-gold color on either side. 

5356 PCGS 1878-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. 

Essentially untoned, with the deeply mirrored fields offering 
attractive contrast to frosty devices. Rarely found in this 
lofty condition as evidenced by the scant PCGS population 
in 65DMPL of just 14 pieces, as of 3/92. 

5357 PCGS 18'78-S MS 64. Splashes of light gold across the 
obverse. 

5358 PCGS 1878-S MS 65. Fully brilliant, with minimal 
abrasions. 

5359 PCGS 1878-S MS 66. Remarkably clean for the date, 
with frosty devices and just a hint of golden color along the 
lower obverse edge. Unlike the subsequent S mint issues 

(1879-82), a scarce coin at this grade level. 

5360 NGC 1879 MS 63; 1880-S MS 64. prooflike obverse; 

1882-CC MS 64; 1891-S MS 63; and a 1921-S MS 61. (Total: 

5 coins) 

5361 NGC 1879 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully brilliant and 
struck, with particularly strong reflectivity in the fields. 

NGC has graded only 10 pieces similarly, with only 9 in 
higher DPL condition. 

5362 PCGS 1879-S MS 64. Golden-orange highlights on the 
obverse, along with a milky lavender and gold toning across 
the reverse. 

5363 NGC 1879-S MS 64 Prooflike; and an 1880-S MS 64 
Prooflike. (Total: 2 coins) 

5364 PCGS 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 63. Lightly toned along 
the obverse edge. A scarcer variety, most often seen in lesser 
grades. 

5365 PCGS 1880-CC MS 63. Frosty, silvery-gray surfaces. 

5366 NGC 1880-S MS 64. Deep steel-violet and blue toning 
blankets both sides. 

5367 PCGS 1880-S MS 67. A pristine example, fully detailed, fully 
frosted and impeccably free of coin-to-coin contact.

5395 PCGS 1884 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A 

crescent of blue and gold toning is visible about the top half 
of the obverse. The reverse is uniformly toned in deep, 
original steel-gray, rose and green shades. A rare 
Philadelphia issue with this combination of high grade and 
deeply mirrored surfaces, showing a populat ion of just 13 
coins in like grade and just 3 additional pieces grading 
higher, as of 4/92. 

5396 PCGS 1884-CC MS 65. Extremely frosty and free of marks, 
with essentially untoned surfaces. 

5397 PCGS 1884-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A stark white 
on black cameo prooflike CC dollar and one that is not 
overly abraded for the grade. Sharp coin. 

5398 PCGS 1884-CC MS 64 Prooflike. 

5399 PCGS 1884-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Fully struck 
with unusually clean features for a CC dollar. 

5400 ANACS 1884-S AU 50. An affordable example of this 
otherwise very expensive key date dollar. 

5401 ANACS 1884-S AU 55. Lustrous and mostly brilliant, 
exhibiting a trace of steel-violet toning along the left 
obverse edge. A pleasing, minimally worn example of this 


5402 PCGS 1885-CC MS 63. Attractive multi-colored toning on 
the reverse. 

5403 PCGS 1885-0 MS 65. Satiny and bold, with clean, frosty 
devices. 

5404 ANACS 1885-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A bold strike 
with a hint of light brown toning in the centers. 

5405 NGC 1885-S MS 64. A frosty, fully detailed example of this 
better S-mint Morgan. Delicate milky toning on the obverse; 
gem reverse. 

5406 PCGS 1886 MS 64. Lightly toned. 

5407 PCGS 1886 MS 66. A fully struck gem. displaying vibrant 
luster and just a touch of golden toning on the rims. 

5408 PCGS 1887 MS 65. Mildly prooflike, with a thin crescent of 
blue and russet toning on the reverse. 

5409 NGC 1887 MS 65. Brilliant, with a semi-prooflike 
appearance. 

5410 ANACS 1887 MS 65. Golden-russet toning along the upper 
obverse border. 

5411 ANACS 1887-S MS 62. Light golden-gray toning. 

5412 PCGS 1887-S MS 63. Scattered obverse abrasions, along 
with a splash of rose-gold color in the center. 

5413 NGC 1887-S MS 63. Flashy semi-prooflike surfaces outlined, 
on the obverse, in splashes of golden-russet. 

5414 NGC 1887-S MS 63. Fully struck with sparkling, frosty 
white surfaces. 

5415 PCGS 1888 MS 64; 1896 MS 64; 1900 MS 64; and a 1901-0 
MS 64. (Total: 4 coins) 

5416 PCGS 1888-0 MS 64. Boldly struck. 

5417 NGC 1889-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Untoned and 
extremely well struck for this often-mushy New Orleans 
issue. Just 7 examples of this date have graded as such at 
NGC. as of 3/92. 

5418 PCGS 1889-S MS 64. Streaky lavender-gold toning races 
across the obverse. An essentially choice example of this 
scarcer, low-mintage issue. 

5419 NGC 1890 MS 64. Satiny and quite clean for the grade. 

5420 NGC 1890 MS 64. Patches of russet and sea-green toning on 
the obverse. 

5421 NGC 1890-CC MS 63. Lustrous and lightly toned on the 
obverse. 

5422 ANACS 1890-CC MS 63. Vam-5. A frosty, high end coin for 
the grade, exhibiting light gold toning about the peripheries. 

5423 PCGS 1890-CC MS 64. A near gem example of this popular 
Carson City date. The surfaces are clean, essentially 
brilliant and highly lustrous. 

5424 PCGS 1890-0 MS 63. Patchwork toning on the obverse. 

5425 ANACS 1890-S MS 63. Milky reverse toning. 

5426 ANACS 1891-S MS 63. A frosty, silvery-gray example. 

5427 PCGS 1893 MS 62. A moderately abraded example of this 
popular date, milky gray in appearance with golden-orange 
overtones on the reverse. 

5428 NGC 1896 MS 64. Deep green, gold and rose-gray toning on 
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both sides. 

5429 PCGS 1896-S MS 62. Light gray and rose toning across the 
obverse. A pleasing mint state example of this tougher 
S-mint issue. 

5430 PCGS 1897-S MS 63. Mostly brilliant. 

5431 NGC 1897-S MS 64. Quite frosty and just a couple of minor 
marks from gem quality. 

5432 NGC 1897-S MS 65. Satiny and very clean for the issue, 
with patchy golden toning over most of the obverse. 

5433 PCGS 1897-S MS 63 Prooflike. Frosty and untoned, with 
excellent contrast between fields and devices. 

5434 PCGS 1898-0 MS 65. Orange-gold obverse toning. 

5435 PCGS 1898-0 MS 64 Prooflike. Fully struck with moderate 
reflectivity and a trace of toning on the reverse. 

5436 ANACS 1898-S MS 62. Traces of golden-gray toning, deeper 
at the edges. 

5437 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Popular low-mintage date. 

5438 PCGS 1899 MS 63. A full strike, lightly abraded on the 
obverse. 

5439 NGC 1900 MS 64 Prooflike. This is one of the rarest of 
all Morgan dollars with prooflike fields and has been the 
subject of much controversy and speculation for many veal's. 
Ten to fifteen years ago these coins were priced as a 
common date although no one ever seemed to have any. 
Word slowly began to spread that the ’00-P Prooflike was 
an impossible date to locate. This was in spite of the 
overwhelming commonness of the date in non-prooflike 
condition. Prices began to climb but only a handful of coins 
ever surfaced. Today only 34 pieces have been certified in 
MS 64 by NGC (4/92) along with 22 by PCGS (4/92). This is 
a clean, brilliant coin that is not especially deep in the fields 
but does show remnants of the die polishing marks that 
created the reflectivity on this piece. 

5440 NGC 1900-S MS 64. A choice, wholly original example of 
this late date S-mint, not often found in grades above 
MS-63. Well defined overall, with attractive russet, rose and 
green iridescent overtones. 

5441 NGC 1901-0 MS 64 Prooflike. Mostly brilliant and 
displaying considerably more reflectivity than is usually 
seen on PL examples of this date. 

5442 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Golden-gray toning covers both obverse 
and reverse. 

5443 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Satiny and mostly brilliant. A clean, well 
defined example of this better P-mint issue. 

5444 PCGS 1902-S MS 63. A bright, semi-reflective specimen, 
moderately abraded on the obverse. 

5445 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Lustrous and sharp. 

5446 ANACS 1903 MS 65. Original silvery-gray surfaces with 
minimal abrasions. 

5447 PCGS 1903-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Mostly 
brilliant, with incredible depth to the mirrored fields. Any 
DMPL example of this 1950’s rarity is scarce indeed, but 
choice examples are almost impossible to locate. As of 4/92. 
just 4 specimens have attained a 65 DMPL grade at PCGS 
and only a single coin has graded one point higher. 

5448 NGC 1904 MS 64. Richly toned on both sides in various 
shades of rose-gray, yellow-green and golden-russet. A 
colorful example of this better date that jumps to big bucks 
in the next grade. 


5449 PCGS 1904-0 MS 66. Fully struck and brilliant, with 
prooflike qualities on the obverse. Some 20 times rarer than 
MS 65 examples of this date. 

5450 ANACS 1921 MS 65. The hazy multi-colored toning shows 
excellent underlying luster. 

5451 PCGS 1921-S MS 64. Very well struck and frosty beneath 
an even layer of golden toning. Tough date at this grade 
level and down right elusive any finer. 

5452 NGC 1921-S MS 64. A second high grade example of this 
final year S-mint Morgan. Equally sharp and frosty, but 
without the toning of the previous coin. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

5453 PCGS 1885 PR 64. Deep gunmetal-gray and iridescent 
toning blankets both sides of this well preserved proof 
specimen. The reverse displays an unusual arc of deep green 
coloration, muting the underlying reflectivity. 

5454 PCGS 1896 PR 62. Noticeably hairlined in the obverse, but 
displaying appealing contrast and considerably choicer 
quality on the reverse. 

5455 PCGS 1896 PR 64. Deep steel-violet toning blankets 
both obverse and reverse, with attractive blue and purple 
iridescent highlights about the devices. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5456 PCGS 1923 MS 65. Clean and brilliant, with vibrant mint 
luster. 

5457 PCGS 1923 MS 65. Fully struck with superb luster. 

5458 NGC 1923 MS 65. Lilac-gray obverse toning. 

5459 ANACS 1923 MS 65. Frosty and nearly mark-free under 
light golden-gray toning. 

5460 PCGS 1923-D MS 63. 

5461 PCGS 1924 MS 65. White and satiny, with a particularly 
frosty eagle. 

5462 NGC 1924 MS 65. Highly lustrous and untoned. 

5463 PCGS 1925 MS 65. A creamy white example, especially 
choice on the obverse. 

5464 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Fully struck and highly lustrous with 
the bright golden luster often seen on 1925 dollars. 

5465 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Fully struck with light speckled toning 
on the obverse. 

5466 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Soft golden toning with a blush of 
multicolored hues above Liberty’s portrait. 

5467 PCGS 1926-S MS 64. Original and extremely frosty, with 
specks of russet toning about both peripheries. 

5468 PCGS 1927 MS 63. Delicate golden toning covers both 
obverse and reverse. 

5469 NGC 1927 MS 63. A milky silvery-gray example. 

5470 PCGS 1927-S MS 62. A pleasing silvery-gray example, 
although moderately bagmarked. 

5471 PCGS 1927-S MS 63. Bands of green-gold toning appear 
down both obverse and reverse. 

5472 PCGS 1934-D MS 63. Wholly original surfaces, exhibting 
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speckled russet and brown toning in the protected areas. 

5473 PCGS 1934-D MS 64. A virtual gem. enhanced by specks of 
russet peripheral toning. 

5474 NGC 1934-D MS 65. Minimally abraded beneath 
swirling orange-gold, russet and steel-gray toning. A high 
quality example, seldom seen in choice condition. 

5475 PCGS 1935 MS 64. Sharply struck with light, attractive 
toning. 

5476 NGC 1935-S MS 65. An exceptionally lustrous and 
clean example of this scarce late date dollar. Brilliant and 
fully struck. One of only 45 gems to have been so graded by 
NGC (4/92). 


EISENHOWER DOLLARS 

5477 PCGS 1971-S MS 64; 1972-S MS 66; 1974-D MS 64; 1974-S 
MS 65; 1974-S Clad PR 65; 1976-D Type Two MS 64; and a 
1977-D MS 64. (Total: 7 coins) 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

5478 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase Jefferson MS 65. 

Fully detailed and satiny, with an especially choice obverse. 
Pleasing green-gold color about the lettering. 

5479 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase;McKinley MS 65. 

Lustrous and sharp, with several coppery toning spots 
visible on the reverse. 

5480 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS 65. A solid gem exhibiting 
shimmering mint brilliance and eye appealing orange-gold 
color. 

5481 AN ACS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62. Good luster with a 
few scattered small marks on each side. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5482 AN ACS 1849-0 MS 60. While being a scarcer New Orleans 
Type One dollar as well as a first year of the type, the 
1849-0 brings a surprisingly small premium. Like many of 
this issue the fields are semi-prooflike, but this piece has 
atypically strong central striking details. Trends $850 
(3/16). 

5483 PCGS 1853 MS 65. Intricately detailed and satiny, with 
deeper golden-orange patina outlining the central devices. 
An extremely well preserved and original Type One gold 
dollar. 

5484 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 50. An exceptionally well struck 
example of this scarce, short-lived type coin. Generally very 
clean surfaces with only a couple of minor marks on either 
side. Trends $650 (3/16). 

5485 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 50. Well struck with lustrous 
deep golden-orange color. An attractive and affordable type 
coin. 

5486 PCGS 1855 Type Two AU 50. An original example of this 
scarce issue. The surfaces show a deep reddish-orange color 
and there is an above average portion of luster on each side, 
suggesting a higher grade. Trends $650 (3/16). 

5487 AN ACS 1855 Type Two AU 50. Sharply struck in all areas 
except on the 8 in the date, which is complete but not fully 
brought up as all other details. The surfaces are a bright 
yellow-gold color, only showing one area of deeper color at 7 
o’clock on the obverse rim. 


5488 PCGS 1862 MS 65. Semi-prooflike and struck in full detail, 
with obvious die clashing on both obverse and reverse. 

While minted in substantial numbers, the 1862, with a 4/92 
PCGS population of just 12 pieces, is actually far scarcer at 
the MS 65 level than most of the low mintage dates from the 
1880’s. 

5489 PCGS 1881 MS 67. A stunning semi-prooflike example. 

The surfaces exhibit dramatic orange peel effect and are 
virtually flawless, even upon close inspection. PCGS has 
graded 24 coins in this lofty condition as of 4/92, attesting to 
the generally high quality of mint state survivors. 


PROOF ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5490 PCGS 1882 PR 66. Although 125 proof gold dollars were 
struck in this year, quite a substantial number of the 
surviving 45-55 pieces are impaired in some way. making 
PR 65 and better coins quite elusive. This piece has bright 
reflective fields with soft yellow-gold color on each side. 
Superb quality overall with no apparent surface blemishes. 
Only 1 other PR 66 of this date has been certified by PCGS 
with none finer (4/92). 

5491 PCGS 1888 PR 65. The mintage of 1.079 proofs is 
somewhat misleading as apparently quite a substantial 
number were melted as unsold at year's end, leaving far 
fewer available than one would imagine. This is a lovely 
proof with deep orange-red color over both sides and flashy, 
deeply reflective proof mirrors in the fields. Only 4 others 
have been so graded by PCGS with 5 in PR 66 (4 92). 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5492 ANACS 1844-D XF 40. While not one of the outstanding 
rarities among Dahlonega quarter eagles, the 1844-D is 
nevertheless a scarce issue. Yet, when compared to most 
other D-mint quarter eagles there are enough survivors in 
XF and better condition to use this date as a type coin. The 
surfaces of this piece are quite clean, only showing a few 
shallow planchet depressions as usually seen on coins of 
this date. The strike is adequate and certainly above 
average for the issue. Trends $1225 (3/16). 

5493 PCGS 1858-C MS 60. With a mintage of only 9.056 pieces 
the 1858-C may not be one of the standout rarities in the 
series, but few would argue with its status as a significant 
condition rarity. Only 4 pieces have been certified in mint 
condition by the two major grading services and all those 
have been by PCGS (4/92). This is one of the more attractive 
high-grade survivors of this scarce issue. The strike is 
unusually sharp and what few planchet problems there are 
appear limited to the reverse. There are a few handling 
marks, one of which could serve to identify this coin for 
pedigree purposes: there is a long diagonal mark angling 
from Liberty’s temple to the point of the chin. Otherwise, 
the surfaces are bright and highly lustrous and for an MS 
60 example of this difficult and poorly produced issue, this is 
quite a nice coin. Trends $9750 (3/16). 

5494 PCGS 1907 MS 62. Bright and frosty. A select example of 
this final year issue. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5495 PCGS 1911-D XF 40. An original and attractive example of 
this rare, key date issue that shows rich reddish-coppery 
color over smooth, virtually unblemished surfaces. Weak 
mintmark. Trends $750 (3/16). 

5496 ANACS 1911-D AU 50. A pleasing, defect-free example of 
this popular key. The mintmark, although visible to the 
naked eye, is somewhat indistinct. 
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5497 PCGS 1915 MS 63. Light gold in color and very frosty. 

5498 PCGS 19‘25-D MS 63. Rich orange-gold surfaces with flashes 
of pink on the obverse. 

5499 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. Gem quality obverse, light gold in 
color and very frosty. The reverse, other than a few contact 
marks in the right field, is equally choice. 

5500 PCGS 1928 MS 63. Frosty and sharp, with strong eye 
appeal for the grade. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5501 PCGS 1840 XF 40. A very scarce No Motto half eagle in all 
grades. The surfaces are a light yellow-gold color and 
exhibit ample luster in the protected areas. Just a few minor 
pin scratches are visible to the right of the date. Trends 
$350 in XF 40, as of 3/16/92. 

5502 PCGS 1842-D Small Date XF 45. Evenly struck 
vellow-gold surfaces, bright in appearance and displaying 
only a few scattered abrasions. The 1842-D Small Date is 
quite scarce in all grades and a high end XF example such 
as this falls well above the mean condition. Trends $1,300 in 
XF 40 and $2,850 in AU 50, as of 3/16/92. 

5503 ANACS 1843-D XF 45. One of the more commonly 
encountered Dahlonega half eagles, in XF condition the 
'43-D is an affordable type coin for virtually all gold type 
collectors. This piece is reasonably well struck and has 
bright yellow-gold color with numerous small contact marks 
on each side. Trends $925 inXF 40, $2200 inAU 50 (3/16). 

5504 PCGS 1843-0 VF 35. Large Letters. Despite its higher 
listed mintage, the Large Letters is now considered to be of 
equal rarity to the Small Letters variev. Original green-gold 
surfaces, with well balanced definition. Trends $1,000 in XF 
40, as of 3/16/92. 

5505 ANACS 1844-0 XF 40. A sharply struck example of this 
more common O-mint No Motto five. 

5506 PCGS 1857-D XF 45. A bright yellow-gold example, 
reasonably sharp in the central devices. The 1857-D sports 
a very low mintage (17.046), even for a Dahlonega issue and 
is quite scarce in all grades. Trends $975 in XF 40 and 
$2,850 in AU 50, as of 3/16/92. 

5507 ANACS 1872 AU 50. A pleasing, prooflike example of 
this very rare With Motto five. The 1872 has an 
astonishinly low mintage of only 1,690 pieces and. as one 
might surmise, very few exist in any grade with high grade 
coins such as this being especially rare. The features are 
sharply struck on both sides and there are a few small, 
scattered abrasions but none of these detract to any 
significant degree from the overall eye appeal of the coin. 
Both sides have also taken on a light reddish tint. Only 2 
mint state coins have been certified by the major grading 
services which should Prooflikeace this piece somewhere in 
the middle of the condition census for the issue. Trends 
$5,050 (3/16). 

5508 NGC 1881-S MS 64. Shimmering luster with only a few 
pinpoint marks keeping it out of the gem class. The 1881-S 
is fairly obtainable in lower mint state grades, but 
specimens above MS 63 are rare. NGC has graded only 3 
pieces as such and only 1 higher, as of 3/92, while PCGS has 
yet to certify any at this grade level. 

5509 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. A clean, fully defined example. The 
obverse displays a touch of milky patina while the reverse is 
fully lustrous. 

5510 PCGS 1898 MS 62. A frosty, pinkish-gold specimen, possibly 
finer save for a light pin scratch between stars 12 and 13. 

5511 PCGS 1904 MS 63. Satiny and well defined, with no 


appreciable marks for the grade. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLE 

5512 PCGS 1912 MS 63. Sharply detailed and very clean, with 
attractive orange-gold highlights in the recessed areas. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5513 NGC 1847 XF 45. A bright, minimally worn No Motto eagle. 

5514 PCGS 1852 XF 40. Bright, well struck surfaces. A fairly 
high mintage date among No Motto tens, but considerably 
scarcer than that number would suggest. Trends $415 in XF 
40. as of 3/16/92. 

5515 NGC 1852 XF 40. A bright, defect-free example of this No 
Motto eagle. 

5516 ANACS 1858-0 AU 50. A rare, low mintage No Motto 
eagle that is difficult in all grades but virtually non-existent 
in AU and mint state. This piece is well struck and still 
retains much of the original prooflike surfaces. It is lightly 
marked and shows good vellow-gold color. Trends $2,400 
(3/16). 

5517 NGC 1864 AU 50. A very rare No Motto ten-dollar with 
an original mintage of only 3,580 pieces. This is a major 
condition rarity as well with only one coin known in mint 
condition and that being an MS *60. The surfaces of this coin 
show an attractive orange-gold color and are well struck 
with minimal abrasions for the grade. This is the only AU 
certified by NGC while PCGS has graded 2 pieces (4/92 
Reports). Trends $10,850 (3/16). 

5518 PCGS 1881-S MS 60. Lightly abraded overall, with excellent 
color and strike. Of the mint state examples of this date 
available, precious few grade higher than MS 60. 

5519 NGC 1881-S MS 60. Moderately abraded obverse, typical on 
the relatively few mint state survivors. Only 11 coins from 
both services have graded higher, as of 3/92. 

5520 PCGS 1886 XF 45. Slightly scarcer date. Good remaining 
luster for the grade with a few widely scattered abrasions. 

5521 NGC 1886-S MS 61. An appealing, fully frosty specimen, 
boldly struck and exhibiting especially clean features for the 
grade. This date is not overly scarce as such, but emerges as 
a real rarity in select or better condition. 

5522 NGC 1887 AU 50. Light, even wear, with most of the 
original luster remaining. Moderately scarce as a date, one 
of 53,680 pieces minted. Trends $775 in AU 50, as of 
3/16/92. 

5523 PCGS 1888 AU 55. Essentially mint state, showing only the 
slightest friction on the high points. Vastly underrated as 
date, with most known specimens grading VF-XF. Trends 
$420 om AU 50 and $1,500 in MS 60, as of 3/16/92. 

5524 NGC 1890 AU 58. Scarce and underrated as a date, with 
specimens even approaching uncirculated status at a real 
premium. Trends $1,900 in MS 60, as of 3/16/92. 

5525 NGC 1891-CC AU 58. Fully defined, with just a few wispy 
obverse hairlines precluding an uncirculated grade. A 
popular date, although common among Carson City tens. 
Trends $700 in MS 60, as of 3/16/92. 

5526 PCGS 1893 MS 62. A strong strike with pleasing color. Most 
of the noticeable abrasions are concentrated in the left 
obverse field. 

5527 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Full, original mint bloom. 
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5528 PCGS 1896 MS 60. Well struck with deep orange-gold color. 
Slightly scarcer issue. 

5529 NGC 1897-S AU 50. Lovely rose highlights about the stars, 
date and lettering. Scarcer, undervalued date, most often 
seen in well worn (VF to XF) grades. 

5530 PCGS 1903-0 MS 60. Good luster and minimal abrasions on 
this rather common late date New Orleans ten. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5531 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. A visually exciting example 
of this very scarce, low-mintage (33,500) date. The surfaces 
display a combination of thick, satiny luster and frosty 
devices, with rich orange-gold toning outlining most of 
either side. The strike, like virtually all No Motto eagles, is 
a trifle soft on the Indian’s curls, although complete on the 
reverse. PCGS has certified a mere 7 coins of equal grade, 
with none higher, as of 3/92. 

5532 NGC 1908-S MS 61. It may seem unusual to speak of 
the eye appeal of a coin that grades MS 61, but the visual 
attractiveness of this piece is due to a great extent to the 
high quality production common to all coins of this issue. 
This example of this very scarce early ten Indian has frosted 
and finely granular surfaces that are virtually mark-free. 
Fully struck also. Trends $3000 in MS 60, $8500 in MS 63 
(3/16). 

5533 PCGS 1909-S MS 64. Like most Indian tens from the 
San Francisco mint, a scarce, if not rare coin at the mint 
state level. Frosty and very sharp overall, with only a couple 
pinpoint marks keeping it out of the gem class. Just 18 
pieces have received an MS 64 rating from PCGS, the most 
of anv grade, with only 3 additional coins grading higher, as 
of 3/92. 

5534 PCGS 1910-D MS 64. An exceptionally clean, satiny 
specimen that, at casual glance, appears to be in much 
higher condition. Only the presence of a few wispy, barely 
detectable hairlines on the obverse account for the 
conservative grade. 

5535 NGC 1910-D MS 64. Satiny and very sharp for the 
issue, with clean features and original color. Traces of 
coppery-brown verdigris are noticed about the reverse 
border, not affecting the grade but mentioned for descriptive 
purposes only. NGC has just graded 4 specimens higher, as 
of 3/92. 

5536 PCGS 1911 MS 65. Satiny and exceptionally clean, with 
splashes of orange-gold coloration atop the majority of 
either side. The third most common Indian ten in 
comparable condition, but seen far less often than either the 
1926 or 1932. PCGS population, as of 4/92: 25 pieces. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5537 NGC 1861-S AU 50. Moderately abraded throughout, with 
sharp detail for the issue and ample luster in the protected 
areas. Scarce in all grades, the 1861-S becomes one tough S 
mint double eagle in AU condition, as most specimens grade 
Fine-Very Fine or perhaps XF at best. Trends $1,400 in AU 
50, as of 3/16/92. 

5538 NGC 1865 XF 40. A scarcer Type One twenty, well struck 
overall and exhibiting generous amounts of remaining 
luster. 

5539 NGC 1865-S AU 50. Moderately abraded, but exhibiting 
far less wear than is most often found on this high mintage 
S mint twenty. Trends $1,600 in AU 50, as of 3/16/92, and 
nearly unobtainable in mint state. 

5540 PCGS 1871-CC VF 35. A true rarity among Carson City 


double eagles i mintage: 17.3871, second only to the near 
legendary 1870-CC. The surfaces display considerable 
prooflike glitter about the devices and are perhaps 
downgraded from full XF status by a series of what appear 
to be recent marks between stars 1 and 2. Akers states that 
"A strictly graded EF is very rare and I have never 
personally seen one that I would call AU." PCGS has graded 
only 9 specimens higher, none above AU 50. Trends $4,500 
in XF 40. as of 3/16/92. An important coin for the specialist 
in both Liberty twenties and Carson City gold coinage. 

5541 AN ACS 1873 Open 3 MS 60. Good luster for the grade and 
well struck. A common Type Two twenty. 

5542 PCGS 1874 AU 50. A pleasing example of this sleeper date, 
with considerable claims to AU 55 grade. The obverse 
exhibits numerous light abrasions throughout while the 
reverse appears essentially mint state. Trends $600 in AU 
50. as of 3/16/92, but watch this conservatively graded 
specimen race by that figure. 

5543 NGC 1875 MS 60. A trifle scuffy on Liberty’s cheek and in 
the field to the left, but exhibiting lovely pinkish-gold color. 
The reverse, as is nearly always the case, grades a couple of 
points higher. NGC has graded just 7 pieces as such, with 
only 10 more higher and none above MS 62. Trends $800 in 
MS* 60, as of 3/16/92, a conservative figure on this attractive 
Type Two twenty. 

5544 PCGS 1875 MS 61. An attractive mint state example of this 
Type Two issue which, even though one of the more common 
dates of its type, is very scarce in select or better condition. 

5545 ANACS 1875-CC AU 58. A flashy, prooflike Type Two 
Carson City that is sure to bring a substantial premium. 

5546 PCGS 1876-S MS 61. Fully struck and very appealing for 
the grade. Were it not for a bit of scuffiness in the left 
obverse, we could easily see this coin in a 62 or even 63 
holder. 

5547 NGC 1878-CC XF 45. Another rare double eagle from 
the Carson City mint, every bit as scarce as its tiny mintage 
of 13,180 would suggest. The surfaces are totally without 
problems and display hints of prooflikeness about the 
devices, mostly on the reverse. Trends $1,850 in XF 40 and 
$4,500 in AU 50, as of 3/16/92. 

5548 PCGS 1884-CC MS 60. A pleasing, lustrous Carson City 
type coin. 

5549 NGC 1887-S MS 61. Original and quite pleasing for the 
grade. A long underrated issue in mint state, like many 
S-mint double eagles from this era. NGC has graded only 5 
pieces as such, along with 7 by PCGS, as of 3/92. 
Importantly, one 2 specimens have attained a grade higher 
than MS 62 by both services combined. Trends $950 in MS 
60, as of 3/92. 

5550 NGC 1888-S MS 61. Original and satiny, with a frosty, if 
somewhat abraded, portrait. The 1888-S is reasonably 
scarce in mint state and. considering the strong demand 
that dated gold currently enjoys, should draw considerable 
attention when available. NGC has graded just 5 pieces as 
such, in addition to 5 higher graded examples, all MS 62. as 
of 3/92. 

5551 ANACS 1889-CC AU 50. A clean example of this 
scarcer, low mintage Carson City twenty. Mintage: 30,945. 
Trends: $1,300 (3/16). 

5552 NGC 1890 MS 60. Frosty orange-gold surfaces, original in 
every respect and very pleasing for the grade. Scarce in all 
conditions, with uncirculated examples hardly ever 
exceeding the present example. NGC has certified only 5 as 
such, with just 3 grading higher, none above MS 62. Trends 
$850 in MS 60, as of 3/16/92. 

5553 PCGS 1893-CC MS 60. Fully lustrous and a good-looking 
coin for the grade. With a mintage of just 18,402 pieces, the 
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1893-CC has long been a popular date among Liberty double 
eagles. Trends $2,600 in MS 60. as of 3/16/92. 

5554 NGC 1894-S MS 60. Fully struck with rich orange-gold 
colored mint luster. 

5555 PCGS 1895-S MS 60. Fully struck with excellent luster, just 
a little baggy as indicated by the grade. 

5556 NGC 1895-S MS 62. Dazzling mint brilliance. For the 
collector seeking a little more interesting type coin than the 
typical 1904, this flashy ’95-S would be the perfect 
candidate. 

5557 NGC 1897-S MS 62. Richly colored and nearly clean enough 
to qualify at the 63 level. 

5558 NGC 1899 MS 63. Satiny and refreshingly mark-free, with 
pleasing golden-orange coloration. Not rare as a date, but 
important as a pre-1900 double eagle in select condition. 

5559 PCGS 1900 MS 63. Frosty and particularly clean in the 
fields, with attractive orange-gold color. 

5560 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Lustrous and especially clean in the 
fields. With the price of a 64 $20 Lib being less than a 63 
just a couple of years ago, now seems like an advantageous 
to pick up a high quality example such as this. 

5561 NGC 1905-S MS 62. Fully struck and lustrous, with 
scattered obverse marks the only deterrent to a higher 
grade. Trends $1,225 in MS 63, as of 3/16/92. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

5562 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. A gorgeous, gem quality 
example of this otherwise abundant date. The surfaces 
display greater depth of strike than is often seen on this 
issue, satiny mint luster and virtually no appreciable marks. 

5563 NGC 1908 Motto MS 60. Lightly abraded green-gold 
surfaces. A scarce date at the uncirculated plateau, almost 
never surfacing in choice or gem condition. NGC has graded 
just 6 as such, with the majority of mint pieces falling into 
the MS 61 to MS 63 range. Trends $600 in MS 60, as of 
3/16/92. 

5564 PCGS 1908 Motto MS 63. Bright pink and orange colored 
mint luster. 

5565 NGC 1908-D Motto MS 63. Clean and satiny, with a thin 
ring of green-gold patina about the peripheries. A select 
example of this scarcer Denver issue. 

5566 NGC 1910 MS 63. Highly lustrous and unusually clean for 
the grade. A tiny rim nick is visible on the reverse at 8 
o’clock, the only noticeable flaw on this eye appealing 
specimen. The 1910 can occasionally be tracked down in MS 
63 condition, but is only rarely found finer. 

5567 NGC 1910-S MS 61. Full strike. 

5568 NGC 1911 MS 62. Frosty green-gold surfaces, displaying the 
granular finish most often seen on this lower mintage 
Philadelphia date. 

5569 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Clean and sharply struck with fine 
matte-like surfaces. A lower mintage Saint-Gaudens i£sue 
that is legitimately scarce in mint state and almost 
unobtainable higher than MS 64. PCGS population of 28 
pieces, with a mere 7 coins grading one point higher, as of 
4/92. 

5570 NGC 1911-D MS 64. Fully struck. 

5571 NGC 1911-S MS 63. Full, intricate detailing with matte-like 
surfaces. 


5572 NGC 1911-S MS 63. Well struck with soft frosted mint 
luster. 

5573 ANACS 1913-S MS 61. Deep orange-red color and good 
luster as well as a strong strike on this scarce, low mintage 
issue. 

5574 NGC 1914-D MS 63. Bright mint luster. 

5575 NGC 1914-S MS 63. Deep orange-gold color. 

5576 NGC 1915-S MS 63. 

5577 NGC 1922 MS 64. Unusually bright, almost semi-prooflike 
surfaces. 

5578 NGC 1922-S MS 63. Excellent luster on this scarcer 
issue. The ubiquitous small copper stains seem to be 
confined to the reverse only on this coin. 

5579 PCGS 1923-D MS 66. Just a gorgeous Saint-Gaudens 
twenty. The surfaces display the usual strong strike and 
deep satiny brilliance for which the ’23-D is known. 
Additionally, the surface quality is virtually impeccable and 
thin bands "of green-gold toning about the peripheries only 
add to the coin’s appeal. 

5580 PCGS 1924 MS 64. Bright orange-gold surfaces. 

5581 PCGS 1924 MS 65. Satiny, totally original and virtually free 
of surface marks. 

5582 NGC 1926 MS 64. Bright lustrous surfaces with an 
especially clean obverse. 

5583 NGC 1927 MS 64. Sharply struck with attractive pink and 
orange tinted satiny luster. 

5584 NGC 1927 MS 64. Thick luster with attractive 
reddish-orange color. 

5585 NGC 1927 MS 64. Bright, flashy mint luster. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

5586 NGC 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63. Deep reddish-gold and 
steel-gray toning atop generally mark-free surfaces. 

5587 PCGS 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64. An essentially 
choice specimen covered in attractive golden-steel toning, 
with subtle blue highlights about the devices. 

5588 PCGS 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63. Lightly toned with 
strong underlying luster and clean surfaces for the grade on 
this scarce and very elusive commemorative. 

5589 NGC 1921 Alabama MS 63. Extremely frosty, with a hint of 
silvery-gray and speckled toning on the obverse. 

5590 PCGS 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63. Very well struck for this 
difficult issue, with just a splash of milky color on the 
obverse. 

5591 PCGS 1936 Albany MS 65. A clean, golden-hued specimen. 

5592 PCGS 1935 Arkansas MS 65. Quite clean and frosty for the 
issue, displaying a blush of steel-violet color on either side. 

5593 PCGS 1936 Arkansas MS 64. Lustrous and lightly marked. 

5594 PCGS 1936-D Arkansas MS 64. Silvery-gray and frosty, 
with a bit of golden toning about the reverse border. 

5595 PCGS 1936-D Arkansas MS 65. Light sprinkles of russet 
and apple-green toning appear, primarily, on the reverse. 

5596 PCGS 1936-S Arkansas MS 64. Light speckled peripheral 
color. 
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5597 PCGS 1936-S Arkansas MS 65. Colorful green-gold and 
russet highlights at the borders. 

5598 PCGS 1938-S Arkansas MS 64. Lightly toned on the left 
half of each side. 

5599 NGC 1936 Boone MS 65. Silvery gray surfaces with some 
streaky steel-violet overtones across the obverse. 

5600 NGC 1936-D Boone MS 65. Soft golden peripheral toning. 

5601 PCGS 1937 Boone MS 66. Superb lilac and golden toning. A 
lustrous, high quality example. 

5602 NGC 1938-D Boone MS 66. Bright satiny luster with 
multi-colored toning at the rims. 

5603 NGC 1936 Cincinnati MS 66. Bright and almost 
untoned on the obverse with a speckled golden-brown 
reverse. 

5604 PCGS 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65. Milky orange-gold obverse 
toning. 

5605 PCGS 1936 Cleveland MS 64. Light silvery-gray in color. 

5606 PCGS 1936 Cleveland MS 64. Essentially brilliant, save for 
a blush of pale violet on the obverse. 

5607 PCGS 1936 Cleveland MS 64. Superb luster. 

5608 PCGS 1936 Cleveland MS 65. Rich reddish-brown toning in 
the protected areas. 

5609 PCGS 1936 Cleveland MS 65. Russet and gray toning specks 
scattered about either side. 

5610 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 63. Well struck with light 
golden-rose toning and good luster. 

5611 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS 64. Even grav-russet toning. 

5612 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS 65. An original example of 
this conditionally elusive commemorative. The luster is 
exceptionally bright and frosted, shimmering beneath the 
layers of deep blue, sea-green, and pinkish-rose toning. The 
surfaces are noticeably free from the usually numerous 
abrasions that seem to plague this issue. 

5613 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS 63. Steel-violet toning with 
blue-green and yellow-gold highlights primarily about the 
lettering. 

5614 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 63. Attractive golden-violet-russet 
toning. 

5615 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 64. Deep variegated toning. 

5616 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 66. This is an extremely elusive 
issue in MS 65 and MS 66 condition. According to the April 
Reports from both PCGS and NGC. a total of 23 pieces have 
been certified by both services in this ultimate grade. This is 
a lovely coin with excellent luster characteristics that are 
enhanced and enlivened by several layers of multi-colored 
toning on each side. The surfaces are nearly flawless and 
overall the eye appeal of this coin is very strong. A premium 
piece that is worth a strong mid-four figure bid. 

5617 PCGS 1936 Elgin MS 64. Brilliant. 

5618 NGC 1922 Grant MS 66. In gem and better condition, 
Grant halves are very elusive and highly sought after by 
commemorative specialists. This is a lovely, original piece 
that has virtually flawless surfaces and is toned in several 
shades of blue, golden-brown, and gray. One of only 20 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC (4/92) with only 2 
finer. 

5619 PCGS 1925 Hawaiian MS 64. A nice, problem-free 


example of this rare, key commemorative half. Unlike many 
Hawaiian halves, this piece shows bright satiny luster over 
both sides that is colored just a bit by a touch of pale golden 
and lilac patina. An attractive coin and only a couple of 
small marks from gem condition. 

5620 PCGS 1936 Lynchburg MS 64. Pale golden and lilac patina. 

5621 PCGS 1936 Lynchburg MS 65. Bright satiny luster with a 
subtle rose and icy-blue toning. 

5622 PCGS 1934 Maryland MS 64. Good luster. 

5623 PCGS 1934 Maryland MS 64. Medium gray toning with 
strong under lying luster. 

5624 ANACS 1923-S Monroe MS 63. Deeply toned. 

5625 PCGS 1923-S Monroe MS 64. A clean example of this scarce 
commemorative that shows excellent luster and even light 
color. 

5626 NGC 1926 Oregon MS 63. Bright luster. 

5627 PCGS 1926 Oregon MS 64. Russet-olive toning. 

5628 PCGS 1926 Oregon MS 66. The bright mint luster is 
accented by a lovely coating of speckled multi-colored toning 
that is evenly matched on each side. 

5629 ANACS 1928 Oregon MS 64. Mostly untoned. 

5630 PCGS 1933-D Oregon MS 65. A clean, lustrous gem coin 
with just the faintest blush of color on each side. 

5631 PCGS 1939 Oregon MS 65. A clean example of this scarce, 
low mintage Oregon that is untoned and shows pleasing 
luster. 

5632 PCGS 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 64. This is one of the 
most attractive Pan-Pac halves we have seen in some time 
regardless of grade. What sets this piece apart from many 
others is its bright satiny luster and nearly abrasion-free 
surfaces. Definitely an above average coin that should fit 
nicely in an otherwise gem set. 

5633 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65. An original example 
of this scarce, early commemorative. The surfaces are clean 
and have a steely-gray patina with deeper accent of gray 
and olive around the devices. Very scarce in gem condition 
and of the utmost importance to the commemorative 
collector. 

5634 PCGS 1936 Rhode Island MS 65. Light, original toning. 

5635 PCGS 1936-D Rhode Island MS 65. Lustrous. 

5636 PCGS 1936-S Rhode Island MS 64. Generally untoned. 

5637 NGC 1936 Robinson MS 65. Untoned and highly lustrous. 
Sharp looking coin. 

5638 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Speckled blue-gray 
toning. 

5639 PCGS 1935 Spanish Trail MS 64. An original coin with just 
a light bit of color on each side and showing a couple of 
minor field marks. 

5640 PCGS 1935-D Texas MS 66. Superb flashy mint luster with 
scattered portions of light golden-olive toning within the 
recesses and around the rims.

TERRITORIAL GOLD 

5669 NGC 1860 Clark, Gruber Five-Dollar MS 60. K-2. 

R.4. The fact that so few Clark, Gruber coins are known in 
mint condition gives ample evidence of the contemporary 
popularity of these pieces in territorial Colorado. Little else 
was available to the miners as currency during the gold 
rush, and for two years this highly respected firm stepped in 
and struck coins of sufficient weight and fineness to pass at 
par with regular United States gold coins. This half eagle is 
one of the best struck examples we can remember having 
seen. The hair detail over the ear is well defined, not mushy 
as usual, and the peripheral stars all have complete radial 
detail. The reverse is slightly soft in the center as usual, and 
the surfaces overall are only lightly abraded and have the 
bright, intense, satiny luster that is common to all coins 
from this private mint. This is the only mint state $5 Clark, 
Gruber certified by NGC while PCGS has graded 1 in MS 60 
as well out of a total of 9 in all conditions of uncirculated 
(4/92 Reports).

Probably a bit more common than R.6 and most likely an

Wfiliam Barber’s Metric Dollar with the large head of 
Liberty wearing a coronet with a pearl border. The reverse 
contains the weight and content of the coin with an open 
topped wreath of cotton and corn and the motto DEO EST 
GLORIA on a tablet at the top. Struck in silver of metric 
alloy with a reeded edge. The surfaces are nearly flawless 
and'seem to have been left to tone naturally, having taken 
on a deep speckled gray-blue and golden patina that is 
evenly matched on both sides.
